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No Cause for Pessimism. 


In.a-comnriinicalion to a New-England newspaper a writer 


wh^appears'-to be-suffering--frprh:a touch of pessimism paints 
the farming outlook for the^ejirih.father gloomy colors. He 
says^tHe high prices of seeds'and fertilizers,••with the scarcity 
of help andfthe high wages demanded, will leacMo a great deal 
of:"one-man'!' farming; that is, many farmers mil refuser to 
hire, will produce.what they, can .by .their own labor and that 
of their families and let it:go at that. lie speaks of .the wages 
paid in the'shops and factories being such as to draw most of 
the labor.from the farms, compelling tobacco farmers in.the 
' Connecticut.valley to pay. good men $100 a. month and board, 
while'in some parts of Massachusetts farm hands are being 
paYd%3mS3.SoioS4 a'day of-eight hours. - 
• 


'•-If these figures are correct, and are the rule instead of the 
exception,' they are certainly staggering and will prevent many 
farmers-from having the help they need. The average farmer 
cannot pay such.wages and live, even with produce command- 
ing the present high.prices. 
.' 


' ".The writer also contends that the farmers are timid because 


. they did not dp as.well as they,expected to last year, '(here 


may "have :been instances in which farmers did not do well last 
(year but In View-of the food'prices that have prevailed the 


• business aS a- whole must'have bbdn far from a .failure, 
it is 


true that Hie farmer does not, in the majority of cases, receive 
all the consumer-lias to pay, and in some instances it.is doubt- 
less true that lie does hot receive as large a proportion of the 
retail price as he should; nevertheless the prices received-by 
ihe farmers lis.t year were very substantial and the outlook for 
the year-Hhead'.is by no means so discouraging as this writer 
Would have us believe. It is certain that there will be.a sharp 
demand for every pound of food stuffs that can be produced, 
anil when there is a lively demand for any article the price is 
bound to be satisfactory. 
• 


For these reasons the farmers of-the country will not fail to 


c)6 the best Ihey. can under the circumstances. Labor is scarce 
and some of it is unsatisfactory, but a farmer and his family, 
with such improved implements'and machinery as are availa- 


ble, 
can dp a-lot without a "hired man," and will noHail to 


bear in! mind that as the lack of help lessens production the 
prices of produce, will be correspondingly higher. 


This:is no-lime for pessimism on the farm. The country 


and the world must be fed, and those who do the feeding will 
nol (jo unrewarded. 
11 remains,fo^every filler of the soil to 


do his best under the conditions that exist. If all will do this 
there need be no fear as to the'resuHs, and the pessimists will 
have'reason to be ashamed of their cowardly fears.
